PARATYPHOID. 

Although  some  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in 
the  surrounding  area  there  were  none  in  the  Urban. 

As  there  was  some  risk  of  infection^  food  shops  in 
the  area  were  then  circularised  with  a leaflet  on  the 
"Safe  Handling  of  Pood”. 

DIPHTHERIA 

Ho  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  area 
since  1946»  If  freedom  from  this  disease  is  to  continue^ 
it  is  essential  that  75/o  of  the  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  should  receive  a full  course  of  immunisation 
from  their  family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  held  monthly  on  V/ednesdays  at  the  Church  Hall.

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SANITARY ,GIRGUMSTANGES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Supply  to  the  Town  is  obtained  from  two 
sooTceSy  (a)  Maesevan  Reservoir  and  (h)  a Spring  at 
Llandyfan. 

An  adequate  supply  vi/as  maintained  during  the  year; 
although  the  supply  at  Maesevan  fell  to  a very  lov;  level 
in  October.  This  supply  is  drav/n  from  land  springs  on 
the  higher  gromid  above  the  Reservoir  and  cannot  be 
regarded  as  suitable  or  as  sufficient  having  regard  to 
the  development  in  the  area  supplied. 

Proposals  for  a new  main  from  Llandyfan  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Gouncil’s  Gonsulting  Engineer  and  the 
completed  scheme  vdll  provide  a suitable  and  sufficient 
supply  for  the  Tov>n. 

A new  Steel  Storage  Tank;  10^000  gallons  capacity 
has  been  erected  in  Dynevor  Park  and  this  provides  an 
adequate  supply  to  certain  parts  of  the  Town  on  the 
higher  levels. 

The  supply  to  the  Town  is  chlorinatedy  «3  parts 
per  million  of  free  chlorine  being  used. 

S.E\\rsRS 


The  Tom  is  sev\/ered  by  stoneware  pipes  and  bricks 
and  stone  culverts.  These  discharge;  untreated;  into 
the  River  Towy. 

Proposals  are  under  consideration  for  a joint 
scheme  with  the  Llandilo  Rural  District  Gouncil 
involving  the  construction  of  sewage  disposal  works.

This  fee  is  fixed  on  a 
time  and  material  basis. 

The  Town  sewers  are  treated  twice  yearly  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  instructions.
